There is another bloody feud in Kentucky. 
The one w hich was carried on between the 
Hatfields and McCoys until both parties were 
practically extinguished took place princi­ 
pally in Pike county, Kentucky, and Logan 
county, W est Virginia, the contending fam i­ 
lies living on opposite sides of the state boun­ 
dary, which is marked by a small stream. 
But the one to which we now refer is betw een 
the French and Eversole factions, both of 
which live in Perry county, Kentucky. '1 his 
county is separated from Pike by the counties 
of Floyd and Letcher, hence it is not to be 
supposed that the two feuds have any relation 
to each other. 
Each is on an independent 
basis, and has for its ultimate object exterm i­ 
nation. 
Some time since Joe Eversole and Martin 
Combs were assassinated by the Frenches 
and their friends, and four of the parties to 
tue murder, Ben. French,Bob Proflit, Ander. 
son Cold iron and Tom Smith were taken last 
week to llindm an, Knox county, for trial 
on 
a change 
of 
venue. 
On 
Friday 
John 
and 
Andrew 
Sloan, 
two 
of the witnesses against the prisoners, came 
to Hindman to await their turn to testify. 
The town was full of armed men. 
Three 
brothers named Hays and one Smith, friends 
of the Frenches, picked a quarrel with the 
Sloans and drove them off the streets. 
As 
the latter retreated the Hayses opened tire, 
mortally wounding John Sloan at the first dis­ 
charge and wounding Andrew in several 
places. 
As 
John lay upon the ground 
his 
m urderers 
came 
up, 
and 
though 
he 
begged 
for 
mercy 
and told them 
he 
must 
die 
in 
a 
few 
minutes, 
they emptied their revolvers into his body. 
After finishing him they turned their weap­ 
ons on Andrew , who was slowly limping 
away, and the first shot severed his jugular 
vein, causing him to fall dead near the body 
of his brother after staggering a few steps. 
In the melee Chiilie Jones, the jailer of Knox 
county, was accidently shot in the shoulder, 
and he also is likely to die. 
The four m ur­ 
derers then withdrew from Hindman, no at­ 
tempt being made to arrest them. 
There 
does not appear to be an officer or company of 
officers in K entucky who would dare attem pt 
it. 
The French narty was large enough 
to capture the town, and was well armed 
with W inchesters. 
Tw o other persons who 
were to serve as 
witnesses 
against the 
Frenches were assassinated week before last, 
and it is oelieved to be the plan of the party 
to dispose in like manner of every witness 
who is likely to give damaging evidence 
against them. 
The Eversoles are now get­ 
ting ready for a bloody fight, and a w ar as 
deadly as th at of the McCoys and Hatfields 
already referred to, or the earlier one of the 
Tollivers and Logans in Rowan county, is 
expected to ensue. 
Now w hat is to be done with such a civili- 
ization as this? 
It cannot be charged to poli­ 
tics because all the parties are Democrats, 
neither can it be attributed to race prejudice 
because they are all white. 
It is barbarism 
pure and simple. 
It is useless to talk to them 
about a gentler dealing with the colored peo­ 
ple, when the combustible fuel of race preju­ 
dice is added to the flame. 
When Southern 
men uppeal to the President-elect to let their 
domestic affairs alone, they plead for protec­ 
tion to just such a state of society as this. 
Is there to be reform or not? 
Certainly not 
so long as state governments rem ain as in ­ 
different 
as 
those 
of 
Kentucky* 
and 
W est V irginia have been. 
Congress may not 
interfere to punish the guilty, but the Gov­ 
ernor who is unable to repress such feuds and 
protect the courts and witnesses of the state ‘ 
has a right to call upon the President for aid, 
and it. is his duty to respond. 
But will the 
Governor of K entucky or any' other Southern 
state do this ? 
Probably not so long as such 
Governor is a Democrat. 
Democratic Gov­ 
ernors keep their party solid by pandering to 
these elements and avoiding acts of offense 
towards them . 
In this way m urder and vio­ 
lence are encouraged, and the scale of civili­ 
zation sinks low er and lower. 
There m ust be enforcem ent of law, no 
m atter who is hurt. 
There must also be- 
schools and railroads and industries to em ­ 
ploy the la!>or of these people and improve 
their condition. 
The social condition of the 
people am ong the m ountains of E astern Ken 
lucky is no better than that of the savages on 
our southw estern frontier and in N orthern 
Mexico. 
T he rights of property arc not re­ 
spected, m arriage is hardly known, the Sab­ 
bath is not observed or the gospc’ preached, 
a schoolhouse cannot be found in a day’s 
journey, and corn whisky takes the place of 
water as the com m on beverage.

PAUPER AND CRIMINAL IMMIGRANTS. 


Some of the testimony taken before the 
Congressional 
Immigration 
Investigating 
Committee at Pittsburg yesterday is very in 
teresting and suggestive of the need of re 
form. 
The Commission was represented bv 
Ford of Michigan nad Guenther of Wiscon 
sin. 
One of the witnesses was Robert Elliott, 
chief of the Bureau of Charities. 
He recited 
25 cases, some of them criminal, of foreigners 
who had come to the city against the pro­ 
visions of the law. 
One was an English­ 
man who had m urdered a British officer 
Another was 
an 
English 
woman, who 
had 
been 
brought 
there by 
her 
be­ 
trayer and abandoned. 
She 
was living 
on the poor farm , insane, and had already 
cost the city $1,590, with the prospect of 
costing it $3,000 or $4,000 more. A foreigner 
who had come from Blackwell’s Island was 
found with stolen goods in his possession, 
and confessed th at he was a thief. 
The city 
institutions are crowded to overflowing, but 
if it were not for the foreigners who have no 
right to land, there would be plenty of room 
for all who are entitled to care. 
George 
Hoffman, exam iner of Charities, said he had 
seen immigrants w ith brands upon them of 
foreign w orkhouses 
ticketed to different 
parts of the country. 
O ther imm igrants had 
applied to the C harity bureau for relief the 
day after landing at Castle Garden, 
There was a great deal of testimony con - 
coming foreign workmen who come here un­ 
der contract. 
Master Workman Robinson 
said the men employed on the railroads and 
pipe lines (Standard Oil) were mostly Hun­ 
garians, Italians and Swedes. 
About 500 of 


these immigrants came to Pittsburg every 
spring and summer, and the result was a de­ 
crease of the value of labor. 
District Mas­ 
ter W orkm an Dovle told of block-stone cut­ 
ters who came over from Scotland and 
Wales in the spring and returned in the fall. 
They never become American citizens. 
The 
Hungarians, Italians and Swedes come in 
groups, as if their destination was pre­ 
arranged. 
They never become citizens, have 
no home or family ties, and live 
like 
hogs. 
He 
had 
seen 
them 
in 
a ditch 
with a piece of bread and raw bacon for a 
meal. 
They are ignorant, do not know what 
a day’s work is, and are imposed upon by 
their employers. 
W ages in some places are 
75 cents a day, and American workingmen 
are tram ping the country. 
Several more wit­ 
nesses testified to the im portation of contract 
labor in violation of the law. 
The law is all right, hut there is need of 
greater watchfulness and severer penalties. 
For every improper im m igrant sent back a 
hundred are undoubtedly either permitted to 
land or are smuggled into port, to recruit at 
once the pauper and criminal classes. 
In re­ 
gard to those imported under contract for 
cheaper wages than Americans receive, the 
anti-Chinese law will have to be turned 
against them.

KENTUCKY CIVILIZATION. 
There is another bloody feud in Kentucky. 
The one which was carried on between the 
Hatfields and McCoys until both parties were 
practically extinguished took place princi­ 
pally in Pike county, Kentucky, and Logan 
county, West Virginia, the contending fami­ 
lies living on opposite sides of the state boun­ 
dary, which is marked by a small stream. 
But the one to which we now refer is between 
the French and Eversóle factions, both of 
which live in Perry county, Kentucky. This 
county is separated from Pike by the counties 
of Floyd and Letcher, hence it is not to be 
supposed that the two feuds have any relation 
to each other. Each is on an independent 
basis, and has for its ultimate object extermi­ 
nation. 
Some time since Joe Eversole and Martin 
Combs were assassinated by the Frenches 
and their friends, and four of the parties to 
the murder, Beu. French,Bob Proffit, Ander. 
son Coldiron and Tom Smith were taken last 
week to Hindman, Knox county, for trial 
on a chauge of venue. 
On Friday 
John 
and 
Andrew 
Sloan, 
two 
of the witnesses against the prisoners, came 
to Hindman to await their turn to testify. 
The town was full of armed men. Three 
brothers named Ilays and one Smith, friends 
of the Frenches, picked a quarrel with the 
Sloans and drove them off the streets. As 
the latter retreated the Hayses opened tire, 
mortally wounding John Sloan at the first dis 
charge aud wounding Andrew in several 
places. As John lay upon the ground 
his murderers came up, and though 
he begged for mercy and told them 
he must die 
in a 
few 
minutes, 
they emptied their revolvers into his body 
After finishing him they turned their weap­ 
ons on Andrew, who was slowly limpin 
away, and the first shot severed his jugular 
vein, causing him to fall dead near the body 
of his brother after staggering a few steps. 
In the melee Chiibe Jones, the jailer of Knox 
county, was accidently' shot in the shoulder, 
and he also is likely to die. The four mur 
derers then withdrew from Hindman, no at­ 
tempt being made to arrest them. There 
does not appear to be an olllceror company of 
officers in Kentucky who would dare attempt 
it. The French Darty was large enough 
to capture the town, and was well armed 
with Winchesters. Two other persons who 
were to serve as witnesses against the 
Frenches were assassinated week before last, 
and it is believed to be the plan of the party 
to dispose in like manner of every witness 
who is likely to give damaging evidence 
against them. The Eversoles are now get­ 
ting ready for a bloody fight, and a war as 
deadly as that of the McCoys and Hatfields 
already referred to, or the earlier one of the 
Tollivers and Logans in Rowan county, is 
expected to ensue. 
Now what is to be done with such a clvili- 
ization as this? It cannot be charged to poli 
tics because all the parties are Democrats, 
neither enn it be attributed to race prejudice 
because they are all white. It is barbarism 
pure and simple. It is useless to talk to them 
about a gentler dealing with the colored peo­ 
ple, when the combustible fuel of race preju 
dice is added to the flame. When Southern 
men uppeal to the President-elect to let their 
domestic affairs alone, they plead for protec­ 
tion to just such a state of society as this. 
Is there to be reform or not? Certainly not 
so long as state governments remain as 
different as those of Kentucky* and 
West Virginia have been. Congress may not 
interfere to punish the guilty, but the Gov­ 
ernor who is unable to repress such feuds and 
protect the courts and witnesses of the state 
has a right to call upon the President for aid, 
and it. is his duty to respond. But will the 
Governor of Keutucky or any other Southern 
slate do this ? Probably not so long as such 
Governor is a Democrat. Democratic Gov 
ernors keep their party solid by pandering to 
these elements and avoiding acts of offense 
towards them. In this way murder and vio 
lence are encouraged, and the scale of civili­ 
zation sinks lower and lower. 
There must be enforcement of law, no 
matter who is hurt. There must also be- 
8chools and railroads and industries to em­ 
ploy the labor of these people and improve 
their condition. The social condition of the 
people among the mountains of Eastern Ken 
lucky is no better than that of the savages on 
our southwestern frontier aud iu Northern 
Mexico. The rights of property are not re­ 
spected, marriage is hardly known, the Sab 
hath is not observed or the gospel preached, 
a schoolhouse cannot be found in a day’s 
journey, and corn whisky takes the place of 
water as the common beverage. Is not the 
Democratic party, which has had undisputed 
sway in Kentucky for forty years, responsi­ 
ble for this condition and the resulting 
crimes? 


these immigrants came to Pittsburg every 
spring and summer, and the result was a de- ¡ 
crease of the value of labor. District Mas- j 
ter Workman Doyle told of block-stone cut­ 
ters who came over from Scotland and 
Wales in the spring and returned in the fall. 
They never become American citizens. The 
Hungarians, Italians and Swedes come in 
groups, as if their destination was pre­ 
arranged. They never become citizens, have 
home or family ties, and live like 
hogs. He had seen them in a ditch 
with a piece of bread and raw bacon for a 
meal. They are ignorant, do not know' what 
a day’s work is, and are imposed upon by 
their employers. Wages in some places are 
75 cents a day, and American workiDgmen 
are tramping the country. Several more wit­ 
nesses testified to the importation of contract 
labor in violation of the law. 
The law is all right, but there is need of 
greater watchfulness and severer penalties. 
-Forevery improper immigrant sent back a 
hundred are undoubtedly cither permitted to 
laud or are smuggled into port, to recruit at 
once the pauper and criminal classes. Iu re­ 
gard to those imported under contract for 
cheaper wages than Americans receive, the 
anti-Chinese law will have to be tinned 
against them.

PAUPER AND CRIMINAL IMMIGRANTS. 
Some of the testimony taken before the 
Congressional Immigration Investigating 
Committee at Pittsburg yesterday is very in­ 
teresting and suggestive of the need of re" 
form. The Commission was represented by 
Ford of Michigan nad Guenther of Wiscon­ 
sin.One of the witnesses was Robert Elliott, 
chief of the Bureau of Charities. He recited 
25 cases, some of them criminal, of foreigners 
who bad come to the city against the pro­ 
visions of the law. One was an English­ 
man who bad murdered a British officer. 
Another was an English woman, who 
had been brought there by her be­ 
trayer and abandoned. 
She was living 
on the poor farm, insane, and had already 
cost the city $1,590, with the prospect of 
costing it $3,000 or $4,000 more. A foreigner 
who had come from Blackwell’s Island was 
found with stolen goods in his possession, 
and confessed that he was a thief. The city 
institutions are crowded to overflowing, but 
if it were not for the foreigners who have no 
jright to land, there would be plenty of room 
for all who are entitled to care. George 
Hoffman, examiner of Charities, said he had 
seen immigrants with brunds upon them of 
foreign workhouses ticketed to different 
parts of the country. Other immigrants had 
applied to the Charity bureau for relief the 
day after landing at Castle Garden. 
There was a great deal of testimony con - 
earning foreign workmen who come here un­ 
der contract. Master Workman Robinson 
said the men employed on the railroads and 
pipe lines (Standard Oil) were mostly Hun­ 
garians, Italians and Swedes. About 500 of

The stability of human character depends 
greatlv upo;v the love for the home, as does 
also patriotism.

The northerly’ portion of Kingston, last 
night, narrowly escaped u general conflagra­ 
tion. 
One building was destroyed and others 
were saved by 
great 
exertion 
on 
the 
part of citizeus and firemen, and a copious 
supply of Sawkill water. 
At about 10:30 
o’clock an alarm of fire was sounded. 
It was 
found that the large frame building of John 
D. Sleight, occupied by W illiam H. Sleight, 
furniture store, and situated on North 
Front-street, 
was 
in 
flames. 
It 
proved 
to 
be 
a 
huge 
tinder 
liox. 
The building being on a ridge, the 
wind which was blowing hard from the 
Catskills, swept over it with great force, and 
in :i few minutes it was a mass of flames, cre­ 
ating a lic it so intense that it was impossible 
to endure it eveu at a distance of 50 feel. 
The flames roared like the roar of a w hirl­ 
wind. 
The flames lit up the sky, the Kings­ 
ton Lowlands, etc., making a brilliant spec­ 
tacle. 
Showers of sparks were thrown over 
Wail-street as far as tlie Court 
House. 
Burning pieces of lioards were carried by the 
wind a quarter of a mile or more. 
People 
who hurried to tlie scene, at the cutset real­ 
ized that the danger of destruction of a bus­ 
iness block unil a number of dwelling houses 
was imminent. The Sleight building was con­ 
sidered doomed from tlie first and every 
effort was made to 
save the buildings 
in the immediate vicinity, four of which 
caught tire almost at the same time. 
One of 
these was the large hotel frame building, 
known as the Clinton House. 
It is three 
stories in height, with mansard and base­ 
ment, and was separated from the burning 
building by the width of the narrow street 
leading to the Ulster & Delaware Railroad 
station. 
The- close proximity of the fire 
startled the boarders and guests. 
There was 
much excitement. 
Trunks were packed and 
valuables removed. 
The roofs of the build­ 
ing and piazzas and windows were manned, 
and, by tlie use of street hose, pails of water 
the firemen succeeded in savinz tlie build 
ing. 
Ou 
the 
westerly side of the 
site 
the Sleight building is the Louis Eltin 
large brick' building, used as a clothing 
store, dwelling 
house and express office. 
The heavy brick wall proved an excellent 
barrier, but tlie flames crept around to the 
front and rear, firing the cornices aud all 
other inflammable material. 
Tlie Express 
Company packages were 
removed and 
the 
store partially 
emptied of 
its contents, 
Though iu flames several times this building 
was also fortunately saved. 
Much damage 
was done to the hardware store of Sahler 
Reynolds & Webster, which extends across 
tlie block from 
Wail to Fair-streets. 
The 
wind blew the flames across the intervening 
space.setting on fire the wooden sashes of the 
windows, 
doors, 
cornices, 
and, 
after 
the 
glass 
in 
the 
windows 
had 
been 
broken, 
the 
.staircase 
and 
wood work inside. 
Hose was stretched to 
the roof and water liberally poured on it 
which subdued the flames, though it ruined 
a portion of the stock. 
The Kraft building 
on the easterly corner of Fair and North 
Front-streels, was badly scorched. 
The firemen answered promptly to the call 
A number of streams of 
water were soon 
playing upon tlie burning buildings, 
crowd of people, including many' women 
quicklv assembled from all parts of Kings­ 
ton. 
The wind, which was looked upon asa 
most dangerous element, proved a blessing, 
as it greatly aided in saving the Clinton 
House, blowing the flames away from it. 
The cause of the lire is uukuown. 
TOTAL LOSS. 
The total loss is placed by insurance men 
at |20,000. 
The ¡sleight building and entire contents 
were destroyed. 
The Clinton House was 
damaged. The Elting building was showered 
with water. 
The clothing stock of Mr. El­ 
ting was injured. 
The greatest dumage out­ 
side of the building which was burned was 
done to the hardware store and stock of 
Safiler, Reynolds & Webster.

There is another bloody feud in Kentucky. 
The one which wa* carried on between the 
Hatfields and McCoys until both parties were 
practically extinguished took place princi­ 
pally in Pike county, Kentucky, and Logau 
county, West Virginia, the contending fatni 
lies living on opposite sides of the state l>oun- 
dary, which is marked by a small stream. 
But the one to which we now refer is between 
the French and Eversole factions, both of 
which live in Perry county, Kentucky. 'I bis 
county is separated from Pike bv the counties 
of Floyd and Letcher, hence It is not to be 
supposed that the two feuds have any relation 
to each other. 
Each is on an Independent 
basis, and has for its ultimate object extermi­ 
nation. 
Some time since Joe Eversole anil Martin 
Combs were assassinated by the Frenches 
and their friends, and four of the parties to 
the murder, Ben. French,Bob Proflit, Ander. 
ton Coldiron and Tom Smith were taken last 
week to Hindman, Knox county, for trial 
on 
a change of venue. 
Ou 
Friday 
John 
and 
Andrew 
Sloan, 
two 
of the witnesses against the prisoners, came 
to Hindman to await their turn to testify. 
The town was full of armed men. 
Three 
brothers named Hays and one Smith, friends 
of the Frenches, picked a quarrel with the 
Sloans and drove them off the streets. As 
the latter retreated the Hayses Opened fire, 
mortally wounding John Hloan at the first iii-, 
charge aud wounding Andrew in several 
places. 
As John lay upon the ground 
bis 
murderers came 
up. 
and 
though 
he 
lagged 
for 
mercy 
and told ti Hun 
lie 
must 
die 
iu 
a 
few 
minuter, 
they emptied their revolvers into his body. 
After finishing him th'*y turned their weap­ 
ons on Andrew, who was slowly limping 
away, aud the first allot severed his jugular 
vein, causing him to fall dead near tile body 
of his brother after staggering a few steps. 
In the melee Clnil*c Jones, the jailer of Knox 
county, was accidently shot in the shoulder, 
aud he also is likely lo die. 
The four mur­ 
derers then withdrew from Hindman, no at­ 
tempt being made to arrest them. There 
does not ap|H-ar to lie an officer or company of 
officers in Kentucky who w ould dare attempt 
it. 
The French narty was large enough 
to capture the town, and was well armed 
with Winchesters. 
Two other persons who 
were to serve as witnesses 
against the 
Franches were assassinated week before last, 
aud it is Pelter cd to be the plan of the party 
to disuse in like manner of every witness 
who is likely to give damaging evidence 
against them. 
The Eversolcs arc now get­ 
ting ready for a bloody fight, and a war as 
deadly as that of tile McCoy* and Hatfields 
alrea ly referred to, or the earlier one of the 
Tollivers and Logans in ltowan county, is 
expected to ensue. 
Now what is to be done with such a clvili- 
i/.ation as this? 
It eaunot be charged to poll 
tics because all the parties are Democrats, 
neither can it la1 attributed to race prejudic 
because they are all white. 
It is bartiarism 
pure and simple. 
It is useless to talk to them 
about a gentler dealing with the colored jx'O 
pie, when tile combustible fuel of race preju 
dice is adder! to the flame. 
When .Southern 
men appeal to the I’resident-oleot to let their 
domestic affairs alone, they plead for protec 
lion to just such a state of society as this 
Is there to be reform or not? Certainly not 
so long as state governments remain as in 
different 
as 
those 
of 
Kentucky* 
and 
West Virginia have been. 
Congress may not 
interfere to punish the guilty, but the Gov 
ernor who is unable to repress such feuds an 
protect the courts and witnesses of the state 
has a right to call upon the President for aid 
and it is his duty to respond. 
But will the 
Governor of Kentucky or any other Southern 
state do this T Probably not ho long as such 
Governor is a Democrat. 
Democratic Gov 
ernor* keep their party solid by pandering to 
these elements and avoiding acts of offense 
towards them. 
In this way murder and vio 
lence are encouraged, and the scale of civil! 
zation sink* lower and lower. 
There must be enforcement of law, no 
matter who is hurt. 
There must also be 
schools and railroads and industries to em 
ploy the lalior of these people and improve 
their condition. 
The social condition of the 
people among the mountains of Eastern Ken 
lucky is no licttcr than that of the savage* on 
our southwestern frontier aud iu Northern 
Mexico. 
The rights of property are not re 
speeded, marriage is hardly known, the Hah 
hath is not observed or Hie gospel preached 
a schoolhouse cannot be found in a day’i 
journey, and corn whisky takes the place of 
water as the common beverage.

PAUPER AND CRIMINAL IMMIGRANTS. 


Some of the testimony taken before the 
Congressional 
Immigration 
Investigating 
Committee at Pittsburg yesterday is very in 
teresting and suggestive of Hie nets! of re 
form. 
The Commission was represented by 
Ford of Michigan nod Guenther of Wiscon 
sin. 
One of the witnesses was Robert Elliott, 
chief of the Bureau of Charities. 
He recited 
26 cases, some of them criminal, of foreigners 
who bad come to the city against the pro 
visions of the law. 
One was an English­ 
man who had murdered a British officer. 
Another was 
an 
English 
woman, who 
bad 
been 
brought 
there by 
her be 
traycr and abandoned. 
Bito was living 
on the poor farm, insane, and had already 
cost the city $1,690, with the prospect of 
costing it $6,OOO or $4,000 more. A foreigner 
who had come from Blackwell’s Island was 
found with stolen goods in his possession, 
and confessed that tie was a thief. 
The city 
institutions are crowded to overflowing, but 
if it were not for tho foreigners who have no 
(right to land, there would be plenty of room 
for ail who are entitled to care. 
George 
Hoffman, examiner of Charities, said he had 
ansa immigrants with brands upon them of 
foreign workhouses ticketed to different 
parts of the country. 
Other immigrants hid 
applied to the Charity bureau for relief the 
day after landing at Castle Garden. 
There was a great deal of testimony con • 
carving foreign workmen who come bere un­ 
der contract. 
Master Workman Robinson 
•aid the mm employed oa the railroads and 
pipe lines (Standard Oil) were mostly Hun- 
jpgfcM, Italians and Swedes. 
About 600 of 


these immigrants cattie to Pittsburg every 
spring nod summer, and the result was a de­ 
crease of the value of labor. 
District Mas­ 
ter Workman Dovle told of block stone cut 
ters who came over from Scotland and 
Wales in the spring and returned in the fall. 
They never become American citizens. 
The 
Hungarians, Italians and Swedes come in 
groups, as if their destination was pre­ 
arranged. 
They never become citizens, havo 
no home or family ties, and live 
like 
hogs. 
He 
had 
seen them in a ditch 
with a piece of bread and raw bacon for a 
meal. 
They are ignorant, do not know w hat 
a day’s work is, and are imposed upon by 
their employers. 
Wages in some places are 
75 cents a day, and American workingmen 
are tramping the country. 
Several more wit­ 
nesses testified to the importation of contract 
labor in violation of the law. 
Tile law is all right, but there is need of 
greater watchfulness and severer penalties. 
For every improper immigrant sent back a 
hundred nre undoubtedly either permitted to 
land or are smuggled into jwirt, to recruit ut 
once Hic pauper and criminal classes. 
In re­ 
gard to those imported under contract for 
cheaper wages than Americans receive, the 
anti-Chinese law will have to be tinned 
against them.

The northerly portion of Kingston, last 
Dight, narrowly escaped a general contiugra 
tion. 
One building was destroyed and others 
were saved by 
great 
exertion 
on 
the 
part of citizens and firemen, and a copious 
supply of Sawkill water. 
At about 10:30 
o’clock an alarm of fire was sounded. 
It was 
found that the large fram e building of John 
I). Sleight, occupied by William IL Sleight, 
aj a furniture store, and situated on North 
Front street, 
was 
in 
flames. 
It 
proved 
to 
be 
a 
huge 
tinder 
Ihjx. 
The building being on a ridge, the 
wiud which was blowing hard from the 
Catskills, swept over it with great force, and 
in a few minutes it was it mass of flames, cre­ 
ating a lie at so intense that it was impossible 
to endure it even at it distance of SO feet. 
The flames roared like the roar of a w hirl­ 
wind. 
The flames lit up the sky, lite K ings­ 
ton Lowlands, etc., m aking a brilliant spec­ 
tacle. 
Showers of sparks were thrown over 
Wall street as far as the Court 
House. 
Burning pieces of l>oards were carried by the 
w ind a quarter of a mile or more. 
People 
who hurried to the scene, at Hie cutset real­ 
ized that the danger of destruction of a bus­ 
iness block and a num ber of dwelling houses 
was imminent. The Sleight building was con­ 
sidered doomed from the first and every 
effort 
was 
made to 
save the buildings 
in the immediate vicinity, four of which 
caught fire almo-t at tin* same time. 
One of 
these was the large hotel frame building, 
known as the Clinton 
House. 
It is three 
stories in height, with mansard and base­ 
ment. and was separated from the burning 
building by the width of the narrow street 
leading to the Ulster A Delaware Railroad 
station.

Though in flames several times this building 
was also fort inalelv saved. 
Much damage 
was done to Hic hardware store of Sallier, 
Reynolds A Webster, which extends across 
the block from

wiud blew the flames across the intervening 
space.setting on fire the wooden sashes of the 
windows, 
doors, 
cornices, 
and, 
ufter

wood work inside. 
Hose wa* stretched to 
the roof Hnd water liberally poured on it, 
which subdued the flames, though it ruined 
a (tortion of the stock. 
The Kraft building, 
on the easterly corner of Fair and North 
Front s!reels, was badly scorched. 
The firemen answered promptly to the call. 
A num ber of streams of 
water were soon 
playing u(H>n the burning buildings. 
A 
crowd of people, including many women, 
quickly assembled from nil parts of Kings­ 
ton. 
Tile wind, which wa* looked upon astr 
most dangerous element, proved a blessing, 
a* it greatly aided in saving the Clinton 
House, blowing the flames awat from it. 
The cause of the lire is unknown.

The Clinton House was 
damaged.

This morning expressions of condemna­ 
tion of the practice of putting up large 
wooden buildings in tlurkly settled and busi­ 
ness parts of the City were heard. 
One of the losers by the tire is Marius 
Schoonmaker, of Kingston. 
When he re­ 
moved from the Senate House he stored his 
furniture in tile Sleight building. 
Among it 
were many antique rare pieces of old furni­ 
ture. 
Isaac Myer was one of the first men at the 
fire. 
He entered the burning building, but 
the smoke was so dense he could only remove 
one chair which stood new the door, 
A few 
minute* later the flame* bunt through* the 
whole building. 
After the goods bad been removed from the 
office of the American National Express 
Company and the men were busily at work 
removing the safe, Edward {fouling, the 


agent, saw a light in the rear of the office, 
and discovered a bundle of paper on fire. 
He stamped it out. 
The same locality was the scene of a large 
fire a few years ago. 
Then the Wakelee fur 
niture store was destroyed. 
It burned w ith 
extraordinary fierceness. Several other build­ 
ings were destroyed. 
The Sallier, Reynolds 
A W ebster hardware store at that time suf­ 
fered greatly from the fire 
The advantage of brick buildings nnd good 
tire wails, also the foolishness of placing 
wooden cornices on brick buildings, was ex­ 
emplified last night. 
W indows in a house 
are oftentimes considered a source of danger 
in case of fire. 
This w as not the ease of the 
Chilton House, as the many windows facing 
the fire gave nn excellent chance to use hose 
and pails of water. 
There is nothing picturesque about the 
ruins of the burned Sleight building to day. 
The scene there and in the immediate vicini­ 
ty is a forlorn one. 
The water bas frozen on 
the street and the sides of the Sallier, Rey­ 
nolds A W ebster hardware building. 
The 
side of Hie Clinton House is blackened, aud 
a portion of it charred. 
The Fair street ex 
tension leading to the Fair street station is 
nlmost impassable.
